Logan followed the Indian and struck 
him on the bend wit ha bar of iron, 
which resulted in his death four or five 
days later. Logan, who WHS permitted 
to escape by tbe authorities aud the 
ludiaus, naturally became, indignant 
ud threatened to retaliate by tittack-

Dr. Yersiu is a ycm:g man belonging 


to (he sanitary corps cf the colonies. 
Ho is not yet past DO years cf age, and 
nevertheless his scientific record is stiffi- 
:ient to form an illustrious career. He 
is of ordinary stature, thin, vriih a, lona 
face \vriuklcd by his lators in the easl 
and his long vigils in the laboratory. 
His blond hair is closely cut, aud his 
beard is short. Ho is modest in his man- 
ner and in his language. And ncverthe- 
.ess thin humble mannered man is not 
only one of (he most learned electors iu 
the laboratory, tnt is also one oi (he 
moat adveuturo-os and daring of cxplcr- 
rs. Ho possesses tho energy of long and 
•oaticut studies ami also the ccr.ragc oj j 
action. Dr, Ycrsin vras bcrn at Exrges, 
n Switzerland. Ho belongs to a French 
'amily that was driven from Franco by 
he revocation of the edict of Nantes. 
At an early ago ho became distinguished 
or his wonderful (hirst for medical 
science. In 1885 ho was a medical stu- 
dent r.t the Hotel Dicn under Professes 
Coruil. In the hospital there was a troop 
of Russian peasants who had been bit- 
tcn ty a mad well They were sent to 
Paris by their government to receive the 
fas'tenr treatment. One of them died, 
aud while performing an autopsy on 
the body Dr. Y(:rsin cut himself." He 
was sent to the Pasteur institute, where 
he was vaccinatod and became the friend 
of Dr. Eons, who made Mm his. asso- 
ciate. The famous memoir cf diphtheric 
toxiue which narked the first stop in 
the discovery cf the. croup Vaccine was 
signed by Ecus and Ycrsin.
